Wherefore as 1 account it ray bppndea Duty to Vindicite the 
Royai Martyr to the beft ofmy Knowledge^ and the utmoft of my 
Power ; f o I ftiall (till efteem it as a Point of Honour r4cher than 
of Reproach, to b^ evil (pokenof by (uch a Jundo of Men, as were 
fo far from iparing the Reputation of the Royal Martyr, that in 
a mail barbarous manner they deprived him of his Life ; nor is it 
more evident, that he or they who have moft impudently pub- 
\\(h^ chofe Libels againft that beft of Kings, do ftrike at Monar- 
cliy in general, as well as at that moft Innocent and yet moft De- 
famed Monarch, and lay a Foundation for a Commonwealth ; for 
It is moft rational to conclude^ that they who (ought, and where 
they could not find a juft Cau(e for their Rebellion, made their 
own Groundlefs Fears and Jealoufies an Occadon for thp moft Un- 
natural and Bloudy Civil War that (b Rent three Flouriihine King- 
doms, will ever acqutefce or reft fatisfied with the Adminiftration 
of the Government by any that fliall (ucceed to the Crown, though 
they Ihall excel that Royal Martyr in Wifflom, Clemency, Tempe- 
rancc^ and other Vertues, as much as he excelled any of his Co- 
temporary Monarchs: I fay, it is not more evident that they will 
be Seditious in the State, than that they will be as Troublefbme 
and Fa<!%iousin the Church, whofe Principles lead them againft the 
\ Dodrine and Difcipline by Law eftabliihed, and for that cau{e 
hate the Per(bns of theLegiflators; all which hath bsen praiftifed 
by their PredeceflTors, and is dcilgned by the prefent Managers of 
the late Libels, who if thcp'refem Governours in Church and State 
were as much.in their Power, as in the Year 48, and had but one 
Ncvk, they would not ftick to deftroy all at one Blow, as their 
Predeceflbrs thought they had done. 

Now as in the Preface before mentioned, there is no Author to 
be founds fo neither is their any Proof in the whole Libel produ- 
ced, to Invalidate the Teftimonies (6 clearly alledged by l!>i\ Hoi- 
ling-wort b , after a nrjoft exad Enquiry concerning the Author of 
the \tmv hAffiKixAy which will be demonftrated hereafter, it is my 
bulinefs now only to confirm my own, in order to which, I fliall 
not urge to prove BiAiop Cauden's Kindnefs^to me, (though I may 
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truly) as Dr. Wi^lhr doth the Parliament's Favour to Bilhop Gau- 
den, by prefenting hitn with a Piece of Plate ; Ic being well known 
that he collated on me one of the firft Prebmds of his Chiirch, in 
his firft Year ; and I ihoud be very injurious to his Memory, to 
art^ft any Untruch concerning him ; the Occafion on vi/hicb I 
ground my Evidence (I well remember) was this : On the jotb 
of y.anuary, in the Bi (hop's firft Year, the Bifhcp preached in the 
Cathedral in the Forenoon^ on Jonab 1. 14. We befeecb tbee^ O LmtJ^ 
wt hefiecb tbee, let us not ferijh for tbis uncafs life j and laj nop on m- 
innocent hloud, for tbou Lord haft done as it fkafed tbee. 

By the Biftop's order I preached in the Afrernoon, my Text 
was that Evangelical Promife, Ifa^/^^- 23. Kings [hall be thynar/mg-^ 
fatbers, and tbetr S^ens tby nurfingmotbtrs. Whereon as ocoflfi^^n 
ofiered^ I aggravated that deteftaUe Parricide perpetrated on the 
Perfon of the Royal Martyr ; and among other Arguments I urg- 
ed the Piety and Clemency of that moft excellent Prince^ reading 
out of his Book feveral Paragraphs to that purpofe : and one o« 
thcf from a Speech to the Cooimrffioners at JStewport^ againft (bme 
that though him Revengefiil , Tbat be was fo far from (eeking Re 
i>engt, tbat if a Straw lay in tbeir Ts^aj to hurt thenty be would fioof and 
fah'it Hf^to fre^entjt. (Adding.) God forgive tbem^ fori do. The 
Duties-of t*e Faft being oyer, I was invited to (up with the Bi- 
ftop, and ft^ndihg with hitn by the Fire-fvie, he gave me Thanks 
for iny Sermon, and then declared to the what I have atteft- 
dd. 

Ami new that I may^ not appear to be a lingle Witnefs in this 
Evidence, I fubjoyn thefe following Atteftations, firft that quoted 
by Dn HoUing, p. 10. That. Mrs Qauden told a Lady ef goad iluaUty ^ 
T^atjhe bad a great concern for the eternal State of her Hifsband^ becaufi 
be pretended he was the Author of tbat Book, when to her knowledge be 
never wrote it. This Dr. HoUingwortb had from a Minifter itiLon- 
don. To this I {hall fiibjoyn the agreeing Teftimony of Mr. Gif- 
ford^ who lived with Dr. Gauden^ and as Dr, JValker intimates, did 
Tranfcribe the Book ; which Teftimony I had from the mouth of 
the Reverend Dr. Edw. Lake, Archdeaconof Exeter, being then on 
his Vifitation, about Eafier laft, who declared, ih the prefence of 
another judicious Friend, Tbat be weB knew Mr. Giffbrd, and tbat 
difcourjmg with him occajionaUy concerning the King's Book, Mr, Gif* 
ford thought it next to the Holy Scripture^ to be one of the moil Divine

Yet after this (blemn Appeal^ and De- 
claration of his Knowledge and Belief^ in the fame Page he begs 
leave to retain his Opinion, TiS Means of Knowledge, Reafms ef Be- 
lief, Arguments for thinking otherwife be produced ; and then promilech 
ro yield. So that notwithftanding his Knowledge and Belief, and 
his being throughly perlwaded by full Evidence, he is ftill in a Su- 
f pence, and doubrs that fiich Arguments may be produced as may 
alter his Opinion And in ;>. ;. he talks of (uch probable Argn* 
ments as may confirm himfelf, and iatisfie others ; among which 
Arguments, that which he mentioneth f. 8. he judgech to carry 
the faireft and higheft Probability to confirm what he had before 
declared, viz^ The reaJonahU^BdUf sbat bcy (i.e.) Dr. Gauderi'li**/ 
the Campofer of it. The Argument is f. 8. n. y . in thefe words : J 
am as fur e as Icon be of any thing j that Dr. Gauden made the ExtraH 
out of this Book called, (I think) Apophtbegmata Carolina ; the thing 
u moft notories0 that there wasjucb a Book came out in a ^verj flshrttime 
after, printed by Mr, Dugard.* Now why (hould Dr. Gaudfen concern 
himfelffo much more than any other of the King^s Friends, and ds^atcb it 
wiibfmh Expedition, had he bad no more, concern in it than other Men ?■ 

yinf. Let the Reader judge how probable the reft of his Argu- 
ments are, when in his ownjudgntent this is the faireft and high* 
elt ProhabiUty to confirm what he hath declared ; for what force 
is there in the Argument, becaufe Dr.Gauden coWe&td the Apofb* 
thegmata Carolina, therefore he made the ^^jcSr vuta»KsiA , as ft the 
Abbreviating of any Book were an Argument that the Abbreviacor 
were the Author of it. Indeed the very Argument is a (candaious 
Refledion on his Friend's Memory, as if it had not been enough 
to Iham the World with a Book in the King's Name, but he muft 
Extrad his own Apothegms, or Wife Sayings out of it , and 
pharge his Prince with what he never (aid, nor thought of: It had 
been a pretty way of trumpetting liis own Praife, and letting his 
own Military, Political,. and Thedc^icaJ Abilities on a Level with 
thole of the wifeft Prince in Cbrifiendom. Ithir^k Antiquity gives 
us no Inftance of any Man publilhing his own. Apothegms ; how- 
ever Dr. JV.'s Ufifortunate in this, fince the ColleAor and Publiflier 
iof the jipophthegmata. Carolina was not Dr. Gauden, but Dr. Hooker, 
a Perfon ftill living 'm^ff^fiteLion-Court, againft l^trginia-jlreet, in 

Waff'mg. It would have concluded more rationally, it Dr. Gauden^ 

bad 
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had defended it againft Mhm and (bme others that wrote againft f 
itj as Dr. Eark did ; yet none will infer^ that Dn Eark was die 
Author, though he took the Pains jalfb to Tranfl Jte it into Latine : 
And it's a more Logical Inference to (ay^ Dr. GauJen publifhed an 
Extrad of weighty Sentences out of that Book^ therefore he was 
not the Author of it. Dr. EarW^ Teftimony given by Mr. Buk, 
f.z%. of Dr. HoUing, is very convincing. That he being ftnt hy his 
iMi Vicount Herctord to Dr. Earie^ then at the Hague, to ask what 
he knew of the King's being Author of that Book , the Do^or told him, 
' As iure as he knew himielf to be the Tranflator of that Book in- 
^ to Latine, fo certain he was King Charles was the Author of the O 
^ riginal in Englifh. And he adisy ' For my part I am ape to believe 
* no Pcrfon was able to frame that Book,, but a Suffering King, and 
' ilo Suffering King, hut King Charles the Martyr. 

Dr. ff^alker iti p. 4. declares what he knew of this Book^ and by 
what means: 2>r. Gauden ((airh he) fometime before the whole was 
fnifised, was pleafed to acquaint me with his Defign, and Jhewed me the 
Heads of divers Chapters, and fome of the Difcourfes written of them; 
^d after fome time ^ent in the Pernfal, he vouchfaft to ask my Opinion 
concerning ir j and after fome Conjiderationy I told him , I Juppofed it 
,would be much for the King's Reputation, Honour, and Safety, Sec* 
. Anf I have another Teftimony of Dr. PFalier^s (which the Rea- 
ld$r (hall have at laxge,) which is dated ik£frc/& 2;d, i6po, where 
iie^ declares, That he is. uncertain whether he ever read this Book 
^in Manufcript, or only (aw it with its Title of the Chapters. Now 
as the growth of a Teftimony by material Additions and Altera- 
tions is accounted a Prejudice againft it^ ib much more when fome- 
thing is affirmed in the later which wa$ denied in the former Te- 
ftimony ; fpr in f . 4. he fays^ He perfe&ly remembreth, that in 
the (eciond' Chapter of the Earl of Strafford, where it is laid. He 
only hath keen leaft vext by them who counjelled me not to confent againfi 
the Vote of my own Confc'tence ; Dr. Gauden told him, that Dr.Jux- 
an was meant by that Paft^ige. Which was common Difcour(e, 
ihortly after the Earl's Death, though Dr. Walker makes it a Se- 
cret : There were printed (bme Refledions fhortly after the Book. 
was pubUihed, and in the Frontifpi^ce fipb Juxton defcribed be^ 
hind a Curtain CaAzxing the Book. 

Dr. fTWibr's Teftimony concerning the 'Eix«yBit(7?xuj), March %i^ 
1690, was as followcth : 

'Bp. Gaudm >irrote that whole Bool^^ two Chapters onljf excep- 
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^ ted> the one about Litai^tes^ the acher of Rdufmg the King the 
hxUndmoQ of his X^haplatns{ wMch two Ghapters were written 
hy Bp- Dmpfa : Dr. IValker wdl remembring that Bp. Gsuden told 
bim^ That Bp. Duppa upon the Peru(al of this Book^ told f^. 
GauJen^ that the two foremencioned Heads were fit to be writ up- 
on, and therefore defired him to draw up two Chapters on the 
fame ; but after farther Confiderationj he told him , That he 
woidd write thofe two Chapters himfelf. Dr. Walker farther ob- 
(erved) That confidering Dr. Gaudrn's Circumftances, it was rery 
obvious why Dr. Gmim fhould not think of writing on thoie 
Heads, becaufe the I>oidor di&(ed the Liturgy, and had iiever 
been one of the King's Chaplains ; and (b not £) fennble of wri- 
ting on thoie two Chapters. 

^ The bigger part of the Copy trf'this Book wasdeKvered bylfej^ 
Gauden to Mr. Siwnnms^ as Dr. Walker conjeAures. 

' One Feacocki Bp. Gaudm\ Steward's Brother,, received part of 
thoCe Papers from Dr. Walker^ particularly the Pifture fealed op: 
theie were put up in a Trunk between the Lady Wantnck^ Points, 
Pioesck delirered thde Papers to another Perlbn unknown to Dr. 

^ One Lieutenant Arraker ieized Mr.Siprm&ns's Papers* in Cattn^ 
iane, on a Sunda}^ among which the Proof-flieets of this Book 
were, which were reftoied to Mr. Simmmit tm Mtmiay^ by or- 
der of Col IRinh, upon the Interceffion of Dr. W, Some of the 
Proof^fte^s, having the Grttk Title on the outward Leaf, were 
feattered in Carfer^ane, and gathered up by Sinmond/s Son, or 
fome of the Family, as fcon as the Troopers were gone. 

' 1^ GatNlm toU Dr. JValker, that he delivered a Copy of tl^

The Bfiftop-rej^yea, 
Cmfidtp^ tie Tftie^, king the Kings Portraiifttre, mi no hhn' ifmf to 
draw bis own TiBure. 

^Dh Walker mA Mr. G^cri^ were both priry to c&efir Affirtrs, li- 
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^ viQg together in the Biihop's Hou(b^ though the Dodor U uncer- 
' tain whether he ever read this Book in Manufcript^ or only (kw 
' it with its Title of the Chapters^ though he chinks that Mr. G^-^ 
^firJ might Copy it out, . 

^ Dr. J^alker cUicouried Major Huntmitm at TuniriJge^ about the 
' King's Papers, who told hinij That he had been under Exami- 
^ nation about that Affair before feveral Committees of Partiamenc, 
'and air that ever he faid was. That he had feen (bveral Mana- 
'fcripts^ of the King's whilft he attended him, which he conjeftur- 
' ed might be thofe ; but never affirmed chem to be fb, beeaufe he 



read one word of them. Of ihisTeftimony we (hall have 
oocaiion to make ufe hereafter. 

• TP. 4^ Dr. Walker iays, ZJr. Gaudcn jheweJ me the Heads, and lame 
flf tht Difcevrfes^ and i^ter fome timej^enf in Perujal^ I exprefiy added, 
Ijfuck at tht Lofwfulnefi of it ^ and mode fly askt him. How be/atified 
mmfelffi to impofe ufm the ffirld ? In ^. 3 y. Dr. TValker makes his 
Apology for difcovering this Secret, after he had fuppreft the know- 
ledge of it for forty Years ; and complains how hard meafure it 
would be not tofuffer a Man to reveal that, by concealing of which 
he fears^ God is difpleaied, and he necelHcared to labour mider a 
continued Uneafinefs and Difratisfa<5i;ion of his own Mind : And 
bo confelSsth, he had many cogent Reafons to perfaade him that 
God was not well pleaied with Dr. Ga^den^ others, and himfelf, 
foe what we contributed to it. This is weH confidered, but it is 
veiy ineonfiderately added, what he fays in a few Lines after. That 
be offered tbts Difcovery to be wrung and wrefied fi-om him, by fome 
Bt!dji^s impertinent AffeSation to m^dle with what be mtdeffiood not ; 
for if henad been really troubled in Confcience for concealing that 
Secret, which he there gives for the revealing of it, i.e. Beeaufe as 
we, nmfi not^eak wickedly for God^ nor talk deceitfully for bim^ neither 
may wtdofofor any Man. And as St. Augufiine fays. An officious Lye 
ought not to be toU to fave the whole World. And that there wa^ 
more than Appearance of Pious Frand in this Affair, which by 
his Silence he contributed to the maintaining of ; a Perfoti tf uly 
confoiencious would have timely, freely, and ingcnddufly have 
made the Difcovery, and not fuflfered the Wound to rankle and 
difquiet him for forty Years tc^ether, and not (eek eafe by difco- 
veriog of it till he was forc't to it in his own Defence. 

Dr. 7^)ieradds, f./^ That ffe dining fometime after with' Dr. G^t- 
den in London^ he went with him ^ter Dinner to Bf. Dflpp'a ; aff/ 
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Dr. Gauden having bad fome J^courfe with the Bifhop , Dr. Gauden 
told Dr. Walker, That the fub fiance of their Jifcourje was to this efftS:^ 
That the Bijhop told Dr. GaudeP;, there were two Suhjeils more which, 
he fxofounded to the DoSor to write on , (viz ) The Ordinance againfi 
the Common Prayer^ and the denying the Attenaavce of his Majefij s 
Chaplains ; hut on fecond Thottghts the Bijhop dejind the Doff or to leave 
the writing on thoje two Heads to htm ; which accordingly he did^ as Dr. 
Gauden own'd to Dr. Walker, and others who were privy to the whole, 

Anf. 1 am fully perfuaded by thelicde Knowledge chat I had of 
Bp. Dupfa, that all the Art that Bp. Gauden had, could never have 
drawn Q\y.Duppa to conlent with, and affift him in what Dr. fFal- 
ker Accounts a Pious Fraud, more than appearance of Evil j the 
very concealing of which was a Trouble to Dr. Walkers Coofci- 
ence forty Years together ; or if he had done fuch a thing, he 
would have hazarded his Majefty's Favour, whofe Judgment v/sls\ 
as he declares, in the laft of his Meditations, on the Reformation 
of the Times, That as good Ends cannot juftifie evil Means^ fo nor wiS 
:ffpil Beginnings ever bring forth good Conclufions. And if Dr. Gauden 
Had written that Period, he had bean Self condemned, as well as by 
the Apoftle thofe are who fay. Let tts do evil that good may come ef 

it. ^ '" 

Now if others (how many Dr. Walker (aich not, and perhaps he 
might not know all that) were privy to the whole, it is probable 
fbme of them before their Deaths might have revealed this Secret, 
or if any of them were living would have been produced to con- 
firm the Dodor's Teftimony, but we tnuft take all on his word : 
Though if Bp. Duppa had written on thofe two Heads, there might 
be (bme difference obferved in the Stile ; which appears to T>r.lFaU 
ker himfelf to be exacftly of the fame Thread ; and hugely differ* 
ing both from the Bifliop's and the DocStor's manner of wricing, as 
will appear hereafter. But the realbn which he gives why it was 
unlikely that Dr. Gauden neither thought fior wrote on thefe Sub-. 
jed;s, feems very intirm, p. 7. he fays. Dr. Gauden was le(S concern- 
ed to think on them. What ? le(s than to chink of Wf icing on the 
Covenant j which Dr.IValker fays he had taken, p. 7. and againft 
which not long after he wrote a large Treatife. Or was he lels 
concernM to write of the Common Vrayer Book, which was made 
the Apple of Contention ? efpccially when that Dt, Walker obferves 
a little before, p. 7. That when Dr. Gauden difcover'd his Error he 
endeavoured to redeem it by an dfuleia. f M^kiiXf, by bending to 
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the contrary Extream. Or was he lefi concerned to write of the' 
neccffary Ufefulnefs of his Majefty's Chaplains in his great Diftrefs» 
when the Doftor himfelf had the Attendance of tv!?o fiich as lyn 
VFalkiT and Mr. GfforJ? Doubtlefi the Doftor could not but ap- 
prehend it to be a moft Unchriftian ;Rigorj to have the Atten- 
dance of his Spkicual Monuors and. Coinforters denied- t^him 
when he was ia Extremity^ and anointed as a Sheep for the 
Slau^tcr : Dr. Gaaden jcnew better, "and was more concerned to 
write on this Subjed, than to give Rules to the Prince how to Go- 
vern the Kingdoms.

Houfe ; and be had been inclinable to the Parliament Inter eft, tiU be found 
tbej went beyond their firfl Pretentions., and the Expe^atims of bimfelf 
and other good Men : When hi difcov(trd that, hi endeavoured to redeem' 
his Error by bending to tbecontrary, Extream. And I am ferjuaded^ it. 
was this that fat him on the defigning and fnifhing of this Book. 

This Argument is fo far from bSng probable^ and fit for Con vi-

Rem. 2. If the bigger part of the Book was delivered by Dr. 
Gauden to Mr. Siwmmds^ that delivery might be onlj^ a return of 
what the Dodor had received before from Mr. Smmtrnds^ for he 
was chiefly intrufted with the printing of ir, as appears by the re- 
turning of the Proof-lhects to him to CorreA themj and if Dr*

And whoever (hall diligently compare the King^s undoubt- 
ed Writings with thofe of Dr. G^w if » s, will be fully convinced that 
neither for the Excellency of Thoughts or Elegancy of exprefSng 
them^ the DoAor bath in any mealure imitated the Stile of the 
King's Book ; in which^ as Dr.^ oblerves^ p. 12. the Ev^ennefi ^ 
the Thought and Expreffion^ that Eqaali^ of the Stile and^A^

nanimity in bis Sufferis^u Now for ur.W.to infer from the King's 
SufferiogSj that he was not the Author .of that Book, becaufe the 
Hurry pf Miieries which attended him, (as Dr. PT. thinks^ raafl 
di(lra<% and alter the T^emper of his Mind, is an irreparable Injuty 
to the Memory of that Good King, who as he was obferved to be 
of ah equal Temper of Mind, under various Conditions, fo his Suf- 
ferings gave him Opportunity and Vacancy for (edate and delibe- 
rate Thoughts: And (as the King acknowledged) occafion'd greati 
Improvement both pf his Parts and Pious Devotions ; which afl I 
that knew him could teftihe, neither his Vi<ftories nor his Over-.

dra.viUjog upx)f wWd-v daey conceived he made ufe of his Miniftcrs

what Dependance for Certainty might be grounded on his (olemn 
Words, efpccially when th6 Caufc of his efpoufed Church of Rome 
was interpofcd, will not be eafily perliiaded, Jurare in verba ; It 
IS too evident how little he regarded either the Reputation or the 
Defire and Charge of his dying Father, p. i ;8. of that Book, viz^ 
I intreat and retfuireyou, aijom Father ana Kmg^ Tbatjou never fuf^ 
fer your Heart to receive the leaft Check again By or Difajfe£iion from the 
true Religion eftaHiJhed in the Church of England, &c. 

But the Author of the RtJUtmim urgeth a moreconfiderable Ob- 
jection, f. 24. of 'Dv.Wdlker^ That in the written Cofy of this Book 
(the. Memorandum fays,) there were Jome CorreSions and alterations 
written by K. Charles'i own hand} which the Author of the Reftituti- 
on freffeth as an Argument, that the King was the Author, or otherwifi 
there conld be no reafon given for his Majefiy^s correBing the Manufcrift^ 
and fuffering it to faf as a Book of bit own Compofure} for without que- 
fiion the King knew of the printing of it, having Jent to Royfton to pre-^ 
pare his PreS for fomething that be would fend him to be printed, four 
Months before. And the whole Book, dsTk. Walker owns^ was in 
the Printer's hands in December^ and the Copies publifhed about the 
end of January ; of which the King moft probably was certified, 
it being his great Concern. 

Yet Dr. ff^alker anfwers , That j^hat the CorreSions by the King^s 
own handfeemed to his Adverfary to-be a Reafon ofy feems to Dr, Walker 
to be quite contrary^ and fays. That he affieredly believes this corre&ed 
Copy was that fent by the Marque^ of\i^vihvf\,from Dr. Gauden. 

To which it may be replied, That as Dr. Walker fays, it is not 
certain that Dr, Gauden's Book was ever delivered to the King ; of 
which as hath been acknowledged by him, the DoAor had never 
any notice. Nor, Jecondfy, that the King had leifore at that im- 
portant Seafon^ being worried by the Divines that were lent to him, 
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Eur, tbtrdljj II uv^^auatns \uo^y lenc oy cne iviarqucis, wa^ 
Copy that was correded by the K.ings own hand, as Dr.Pf^alker 
he verily believes ; then do I affuredly believe, that it was not i 
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in^ ^ tedious t5i]^fiS2*^CernTng Church-Governmens whicli he (b 
well defended agalnft them, as in the Account printed in hhRdi- 
^Msa Carolina, which no Man did ever queftion to be the Kings 
ownj but alio by the Commiffioners who were limited to a cer- 
tain day, and by Delays and Unreafbnable Demands aguntt both 
bis Honour and Confcience, fo perplexed him, that he had but lit- 
tle time or heart either to View or Corred another Man's Writing?. 
Eur, thirdly, if Dv.Gaudtris Copy fent by the Marquefs, was the

Copy by which the Book was printed , i. Becaufe Dr.Walker fays 
chat Dv.GauJen having no return from ths King concerning his Ap- 
probacion and Publifhing of the Book, (ent the laft parts of it to 
the Prefs by Dr.ff^alker,\n December, fee ;>.;}. whereas he acknow- 
ledgeth, that Mr. Htrlert and Mr. Levet might fee the correded 
Copy at the IJle of JVsgbt, as Sir fVi DugJale affirms they did, and 
they attending his Majefty till he was made a clofe Prilbner^ and 
bv a Vote of the then Parliament for Non-addreffes, and the im- 
prifoning his Sacred Perfon in HuriUCaftle, by order from the Ar- 
my • which was, as U^itlock in. his Memoirs notes, to be on the 4ch 
ck December : The King had no opportunity after that to fend Dn 
Gaudens Book to the Prefi. And Dr. H^alker (ays. That Dr. Gati-^ 
dm would not write for a return of that Copy, but fent another. 
So that the Premifes confidercd, it is mod probable that the wholq 
Book was long before finilhed by the King, with the Corredions 
viewed and brought into order, and fairly tranfcribed by Sit John 
Brattle and his Father, as Sir John hath actefted j and then the O- 
riginal returned to the King, who had it by him at the IfieoffVighti 
But the Copy written by Sir J. Brattle and his Father, or which is 
more probable, by Mx.Odert, (for it was tranfcribed more than 
once for fear of mifcarrying.) Was the Copy recommended \q 
M' . Simmonds to fit it for the Prefs ? who moft probably did pro- 
cure the printing ot it, becaufe the Proof fhcets were fent bick to 
him as they were printed o^, as Dr. IValker confeiTeth in a memo- 
rable Scory, p. %o. And this anfwersthofe two Objeftions made 
by Dr. JValker p zy. If the King bimftlf bad been the Author y whyw0S 
not the Book in his own Hand-writings as well as the Correii ion sand Alj 
terations ? And why any Correllions of ^ fair Copy, tf he had finished the 
'Ori(rinal hiwjelf before it was copied? Or why if he fent it to be printed, 
did be not Una the correSedCopy rather than an imper feci one which need- 
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eJ bis CmreBhn and Alter0tm ? All thefe Queftions are briefly an- 
fwered thus : The King's Book which was both written and corfe<a- 
ed by his own hand, as Mr.L^wr affirms, was tranfcribed fairly by 
another hand, and the Tranfcript ftnt to the Prefi, the Original 
being rcrurned to the King at the IJle of Wight \ and this is the Rea- 
(on why thecorreded Copy was not (enc to the Prefs. . P. xo. Dr.' 
Walhr fays, Tuat in tHore than forty Tears there may ke fome Miftahe 
in Sir]. B. of other Tapers for thefe, or fome other lapfe of Memory, &c. 
Reply, And why might not Dr. ff^alker in forty Years be guilty of 
a Miftake or Lapfe of Memory about a Matter in which he was 
Isfs concernM th^n Sir y^i^, for Dr. ^T^/ifr fays. He neuer read the 
Book in Manufcript, which Sir John tranfcribea, and affirms it ftiH 
to have been the King's own hand. And why might he not mi- 
ftake lir. Gatiden^s declaring it to be his Book, when he declared 
on!y that he publifhed the King's Book j though I (ee no ground to 
believe either. As for the corrCifted Copy, it will appear that the 
whole Book as well as the CorreAions Was the King's Hand-wri- 
ting, by this following Teftimony under Mr. Kichard Duke's hand 
comrnunicated to me : Sir, I confeJS that I heard Major Huntingtoa 
io fay more than once , That whilft hi guarded Charles the Firfi at 
Holmeby-houfe, (as I remember) hefawfevtral Chapters or Leax/esof 
that Grekt King*s Meditations, lying on the Table^ fever al Mornings, •mitb 
Ten and Ink, with which the Ring fcratched out or blotted fome Lines 
0r Words of fome of them. Upon which I muff alfo confefS, that I con- 
eluded they were originally from the King : hut others have drawn a con- 
^^^7 Argument from the King's corretling the Tapers ; yet I put this un-^ 
dermy band, that the Major told me. That he did ftipfofe them original^. 
If from that Learntd Prince. Which is rh Totutn that can he intima- 
ted fri>m. Sir, your humble Servant, Richard Duke. This was writ- 
ftn to Dr. Charles GsodaH, June 15, 1692, from whom I received 
It. 

This fhews that the King was wont to correa: his Meditations 
(hortly after his penning of them j and the whole was his Hand* 
writing, as well as the Correiaions from the beginning. 

The Author of the Memorandum faith , That he inferted it there 
(ihatfs, in the void Leaf of a. fmall printed Copy,) for the Undeceiving 
't^rs in this Point. 

Anj. 1 Ihould guefi that the Earl was fcarcely undeceived him- 
felf in this Point, by the little heed and care which h€ took far the 
taodeeeiYing of others: 'for firft, h $t Itkely, fays Dv. Walker, that 

no 
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f^ Eje hadfitn it from the time of the writing of it. Nor did I ^'*** 
ever hear that he declared to any other, though I prefumed '^^^ 
to ask the Reverend DoAor Richard AnJUy^ the Earl's Son , and 
Dean of Extter^ concerning it : and I agree with Dr. Wklhr in this. 
That if Mr, Millington bad not cafually ofened it^ it might have fallen 
into the bands of one that either had not regarded ity or would hax/e con- 
cealed it. p- ; I . If the Earl had been fully convinced of the King's 
Relation, and intended to Undeceive others , as by the Memoran^ 
Jum it (eems he intended to do, what Hiould hinder him to have 
made a more publick Declaration of a Truth, for which he had 
the Authority ooth of the King and Duke, nor only to fecure hinij 
buc to gratifie him for publifhing what they were fo willing fhould 
be known : And if this thing was done in the Houfe of Lords^ (as 
' the Memorandum (ays) and where fo great a Concourfe was, and 
a Matter fit to be known, was offered the King, (viz^) the fight 
of his Father's Book wherein were the Corredions and Akerations 
written with the King's own hand, it's probable it was fhown to fome 
of the Nobles^ who alio might hear the J^ifconrie, and yet it was 
not ipoken or dreamt of until this Memorandum was by chance o- 
pened fome Years after. 

Laftly, I fhall believe, unlefi the fight of that Book convince roe 
of the contrary, that it was wholly written with his|Ma jefty's own 
hand^ as well as the Corrections, becaufe I have theTeftim3nies of 
many competerK Witneffes to induce me (b to believe , viz,. Mr. 
Lexfety Mr. Herbert^ Major Huntington, and that Captain who was 
ccmverted by it, wlien the King was even ready to die on his Crofi. 
Nor can I believe that the Noble Earl did write that Memorandum, 
as we have it ; there are many in London can counterfeit any Man's 
Writing : We know how his Majefty was abufed by counterfeit- 
ing his Broad Seal ; but neither doth the Memorandum fay, That 
the Book was not of the King's Writing, only that the CorreAi- 
ons were, which excludes not the other ; and though that particu- 
lar Book were not, yet one there was written wholly by the King, 
as is irrefragably proved^ I defirethe Reader therefore to take no- 
tice, that 1 refle<ft not on the Earl's hand, for which we have no 
Proof, and becaufe we bear not of any thing fpoken or done by the 
Earl to Undeceive the People in that Point, which if he had been 
willing to do, he could never have a better opportunity than then 
when the King, the Duka, and as we may believe, a great number 
of the Loids, thehigheft Judicattire of the Nation were in the 
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Hoafe; then, I (ay, was the Btteft time Odht Earl had been as 
willing to Undeceive theNarion, as the King and Duke were^) and 
the faireft opportunity to do it, by (hewing them the Bonk, many 
of the Lords then prefcni knowing the Kings Hand, and not to 
leave it in a void Leaf of a Twelve-pcny Book, left imdifcovered 
to the day of his death : I may a1(b prelume char that Learned 
Earl (who was as great a Lover of Truth as of Books,) hav^ing 
(uch a Book (ometime (how long I know nor,) in his hands, would 
either before or after it had been fliewn to the King and Diike, 
have compared the Print with theCopy ; and then if he had found 
any confiderable Alterations, he would have mentioned them in 
his MemaranJam, as the Ground of being undeceived hi mfelf, and 
a farther Means to Undeceive the Nation. And thus much for the 
Memorandum^ which I think never did Undeceive any except I>r. * 

Walker. 

P. 6 and 7. Dr. Walker affirms. That Dr. Gauden bad taken the 
Covenant ; If this be true, I fee no caufe why he flioiild have a Pro- 
mife of the beft Bi(hoprick in England, though he might be prefer- 
ed to that of Exeter for other good Services which lie did after he 
became a Convert, and wrote againft the Covenant ; for when 
Dr.Reptolds that had taken the Covenant, and as (bme (ay the En- 
gagement, was preferred to Norwich, which is much better than Exe' 
ter^ and other Bifliopricks were offered to others that were lefs de- 
Serving. And, p. 129. of his Jnti Baal Berithy he calls God to wit- 
nefs, that Exeter was granted him by the King's Favour, and the 
general Defire of the City and Diocefi of Exeter, without any his 
own or others ambitious procuring or folliciang in his behalf, I 
cannot j)erfwade myftlf, that if Bp. Duppa and thofe otlier great 
Men to whom the difpofe of the Bifliopricks was committed, had 
known that Dr.Gauden bad written the King's Book> would have 
fit him bebw Dr. Reynolds, and divers others that had done lefi Ser- 
vice, if there had been no other reafon for it but to engage him to 
Silence in fa important a Secret. 

But what if Dr. Walktr do flander his Patron Dr. Gauden, and it 
Aiouid appear that he. never did take the Covenant, no not in any 
fence .^ I have (6 much Deference to the Worth of that Bilhop, as 
well as Gratitude, as he was my P<*tron, that 1 /hall propofe the 
Reafbns why I think Dr. Walker hath injured him in this particu- 
lar; and if it appear to the Reader that Dc. Walker is iujurious in 
this, he will be induced to believCj^ that he is not to he credited in his-

the Covenant, to reform, not ruine Epifcopacy ; then he declared pubUckly 
bis judgment for Biceps and Epijcopacy, to be fuch sts now it is. That he 
neither could, nor ever would affent to the Covenant in any Sence, hut 
fuch as was in his Freedom to refufi, and confident with his former Oatbs^ 
the Iasws of the Land, and the Pjefefvation of Epifcopal Government in 
itsjufl Rfghts and Enjoyments, in Piety, Loyidty^ and in tbofe Duties of 
• Etfuity and Charity, which be owed to God and Adan, Further than this. 
Dr. Gauden never approved nor owned the Covenant, nor everjhall a- 
ny part of it : How good foever it (hall feem in fome things and Expreffir 
ons, yet an evil. Sence muft not be covered under good Wyrds, nor any 
Godly ExpreJ/lons be afterwards wrefied' to abet Ungodly Ailions ; the 
whole Ma^ of the Covenant feemed to be fweetned by thofe general Salvos 
and ReJlriSions put into it, Ol having Regard in all things to the 
Word of G O D, to the Duties of Mens Places and Callings, and 
to the Power of Godlinefs. Let Mr. Crofion keep to thefe, and fo 
^ keep his Covenant^ for furel/ theft can bind no Man to any thing injuri- 
ous to any hone/I Man, or hm^(k Office in Church or State. Of Dr^ Gau- 
dena fre^ and publick D. clarat^opof his Judgment as to the.Qovcnant in 
general and particular, Hundreds bejides God and his ov/n Conjcience^ Ari 
IVaneffes ; and if fach a Declaration of his Sence^ v^hat ought to be the 
meaning of it in Conjcience and HoneJIy^ will add any ftrength to -A/r.Crof-- 
ton J Sence of it, or the D^fign of making it Sacred not Sacrilegious^ much 
good do J hem: I bulteve they will Jooner be drawn to Dr. Gauden^j /o- 
ber J^pijcopacy, than to thetr Presbyterian Exorbitancy, which he ever, 4)^ 
fcnly abhorred, and never ficretly complied wtth^ if be had, it bad been 
as. much againfi his Confcience as dgainfl R^eajon, Law, J^Jltce, Charity, 
and Religion ; and he muff have had no Peace iiU he had puhlickly re* 
pented,and recanted fuch DiffmuUtton, which he abhors as Hell, 
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Now though fome Men mig^t »ped that tht DoStor fhoM 
have poficivoly declared^ that he never took the Covcnat^tj iM 
think che(e Ut ge Circumlocutions to be but an EvaHon^ and raifing 
of Duft to blind Mem eyeSjlet the Reader refleft^ That iti thefirft 
place he writes this to ajfkre the IVorU that he never took any Oaths 
but thofc appointed by Law, which he exprefly denyeth the Cove- 
nant to have been : And the Dodor knew that Oaths are ge^ 
nerally to be taken in the ufual fence of the words in which it is 
penned^ .and according to the meaning of thofe who impofe tr. 
^ly, That he exprefly mentioneth any Engagement^ League^ or 
Vow, under which Terms the Covenant mult be comprehended. 
^ly^ That he declared publickly his judgment for BHhops and E- 
pifcopacy^ as by Law was eftaUifhed in England, f-^ll- which the 
Covenant dianietrtcally oppofed.

tf there be any Faith or Honcfty in Men^ thefe Reaibns which 
Br. Gaudm gives may '&tisfie the Reader that he never took the Co- 
•venant, for Page 17^, he declares. That if the Parliament bad been 
fuB, they bad not any fower to make^ tahj er impfe any Oatb contrary 
toibeLa7i^sofEng\2Lndi ivbkb tbey wereentrupedto obfirvejnotio break, 
abrogate^ or cbangt without the K's Confent. And in the fame Page he 
laith, He is confident be dotb tbofe Mm no Injury^ v/bo were tbe cbief 
Engines and Cbarioteers, ^^fi^Ji ^^ ^'^ ^H tbings more out of Polity tban 
Piety J and by tbis Covenant tbey intended tbe advance of a Party ^ not of 
tbe Publick Interefi, and our Laws, Ad quas evertendas nemo (bbrius 
acceffit : Which he thus Englifhetb, To the Subverfim of wbicb by po- 
fular Combinations and Covenantings without the Prince's or Sufream 
Power'' s Confent, no Man comes but drunk with Pride, or Pajfion, Am-' 
bition, Covet oufnefy or Superfiition. And in f. 279. he iays. It is Per- 
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y to t4^ a falfe ait4 wijuB Oath, ai wtS as to hrtak a true and law-

Dug- 
dfile, The mojt material, he faith, *r concerning Major HuntingCon,^«»» 
whofi mouth, htfays he ivill in the faith of aChrtfiian declare^ Ti^ithout 
dimtnuti^n or wre^ing of ity (which he fays was this,) />. 33. JVben 
that Book v>as puhlifljed, and Jo confident fy reported to he the King's^ then 
(urefy, or I believe (here fbmething is wanting, or his hand trembledj 
theje are the Papers I fee bimfo ^fiaSj take out cf his Cabinet ; hut this 
was but myConjeSlure, and I never declared it to be otherwife^ fhr laffuri 
yoif, I never read one Line or Word of the Tapers in the King^s band ; and 
I cannot fay there was one fajfage in thefe Papers which is this printed 
Book, for how jhould I never having looked into them. This Account 
of Major Huntington he fays he faithfully relates as in the fighc of 
God, 

Now if Dr. Tf^alhr be proved by (everal Witnefles of good Cre- 
dit, to have reported a Relation greatly different from that which 
the Major gave to feveral Friends and Relations at (everal rimes, 
concerning the Matter in queftion : I fuppofe the agreeing Tefti- 
mony of feveral fuch competent WitnefTes, will greatly invalidate 
Dr. Walkers Relation ; and if the Reader Ihall te convinced that 
Dr.PPalker hath mifrcported Mskjor Hunt ingttm^s Teftimony, it may 
be a Prejudice to his Report of Vr.Gaudens: Now firft Dr. Walked 
confefTeth, p. jz.

faw the Book, he dcclarid,^ThoJe Chapters in iiv/ere thofe very Papers be 
bad Jo feen. Which two Relations are contradidory. Now it is 
very probable, that what Dr. Walker affirms he fb often heard al- 
Jedged as Major Huntifjgtons Teftimony, might come to the Major's

to brwfc the Pe^C^pf bis Cw(cience, or be guilty of deferting the 
Church, which be fliewed <co be dearer than his Life. F^e thit 
will find a ParaikJ t4 ibe Life and Writings of our Royal Martyr, 
muft afcend to the Apoftolical and Primitive Times, for among 
all our Modern . Examples if there may be any one found that 
may be compared with him in any one Grace or Vertue, vet there 
is none that comes near him for all thoie Graces which mined in 
him, as illuftrioufly as thpSun doth above the .other Luminaries: 
Where is there fuch an inft^noe of Condcfcention and Charity to 
Enemies, of greater Love and Conftancy to his Friends, of Pati- 
ence and Submiflion in Afili<^bn, of Humility and Devotion r^o 
God, of the Contempt of Death in its mpft terrible Approaches, 
and dreadful Afped ? That which would have aftonifted and ftu- 
pified the Spirits of other Men, comforted and elevated his Paflage 
from a Crown of Thorns to a Crown of Glory.

The next Argument to prove that the King was the Author of 
this Book, is the Teftimony of thofe fevcral Pcrlbns which were 
concerned in the Printing and Publiihing of his Majeft/*s Book ; 
and firft I have this Teftimony from Mr, John Norman, who was 
well acquainted with Mr. Royfim, when the Book was firft publifh- 
ed, who had it from Mr, Royj^onh own mouth, 'viz». That there was 
TnfGrmatim given that fuch a Book was to he printed^ and great Endea- 
'vcurs were' ufed to prevent ity hut that he had removed a Prejiat fome 
difiancep-om the City to fi core the Imvrejpon j which he did, and^eedify 
fmifiied ity not without fome Haz,ard, there being diligent Search made 
in all the known Printer^ Houfes for it : hat in one night he caufedfeve^ 
ral. Hawkers to come to a certain place where the Books were delivered 
them, and they /old above two thoufand Copies for the. price of i^ s, each : 
mtbat the Care and Charge which he ufed for concealing the ImfreJJion^ coft 
him feme hundreds of Pounds, which notwit branding be was taken up 
on Su^iciony and made a Prifoner. till after fome time he had his Liberty 
on giving foo). BaiL Now wliat caufed this great Care and Ex- 
pence in Mr. Royjlon, but the Letter which he had formerly recei- 
ved from the King to prepare a Prefs for fome Papers which fbould 
be fent him ? What caufed fo great Endeavours to (upprels them> 
but becauie they were truly informed that the King had of a long 
time been writing fbmewhat in Vindication .of himfelf^ and they 
had a hint that it was then in the PreS. Mr. Norman is an aged 
Perfon well known in the City of Eocon, and County of Devon. 

It will be too tedious to recite all the Teftimonies of thofe (eve- 
ralPerfons who had a hand in Methodizing the loofe Papers^ in 
Tranfcribing, and Publishing them in Print;, as Sir John Brattle 
and his Father^ Mv, Odert, Mr. Gifford, the Tranfcribers, Mr. Roy 
fi'on, Mr. Simmondsy and others concerned in the Printing, whole 
Teftimonies have been produced, and are above all Exception : 
And yet his Majefty's own Teftimony, though he bore Witnefs of 
himfelf^ is moft material, for in that Letter to the Prince from the 
IJle of Wight, which I prefume none could be fo daring to write in 
his Majeiiy's Name^ and publiih it while he was living, and might 
have furvived much longer, and call the Queen his Wife, and the 
Prince his Son, and prelcribe Rules to him, he thus begins. Son if 
thofe Papirs, with fome others wherein I ba^efet down the private Refie-- 
ilions of my Confcience, and my moii Impartial Thoughts touting the 
chief parages which have been mo ft remarkable or dtf^uted in my late 
Troubles^ come to your bands ^ to whom they are chiefly defgned^ they may 

be 
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h fo far uf^ul U yon as tofiste your JnJgment aright^ as to what is 
fa ft, wbereof a fhtu is the teft mfi that can he made : And tbej may 
alfo give' yon jome Direffions kow to rtmedy the prefent Difiempcrs, and 
frtvent (if GOD wiU) the like for tbt time to ome. It is Jome kind 
of lejfenhig and deceiving the Injury efmy long Refiraint, when I find my 
Lfifure and Solitude have yroducea fometbsng worthy of my [elf, and ufe^ 
ful to you, tbat ntitber you nor any other may bereafter meajure rrsy Caufe 
by tbe Succe^y nor my Judgment of Tbings by my Misfortune^ &c I 
cannot chink tbat any but the King could be the Aathor of this 
Letter , i ft, Becaufe it is affirmed by many that it was delivered 
ro Biftop jFj»x/w» to be conveyed to the Prince. 2ly, Becaufe as 
K.Jamesy his Father, had left lai^e Inftrui^ons to his Son, with a 
Charge to obierve them, which he called Ba^ta/j^oV a^i^^ (6 in Imi- 
tation of him. King Charles would not leave the World without gi-' 
ving his Son whom he left in a Sea of Troubles, without (bme Di- 
regions, which he had learned by long Experience, how to fteer 
his Courfe : And if this Letter be the King's^ we have an Afllii- 
rance that tlw reft of his Meditations were (b too, to which the 
King refers the Prince for further DircAion. One inftance I can- 
not on)ic, becaufe I think that this being joyned with that of the 
-Letter to the Prince, may, if well confidered, put an end to the 
Controverfie, it is the Anfwer which the King madeltothe Com- 
miffioners in the JJlt if Wight, when they preft him to yield to their 
Defires for the Abrogating of Epifcopacy in England, To which 
Dr, Gatfden fays the King anfwered, TT>at be bad granted aS be could 
to fave bis Life, which might conjiff v/itb the faving of ha Sotil: And 
t):;ing urged again. That his Maje^y bad aboltjhed Epifeopacy in Scot- 
land, He anlwer'd, That it is no flea to fin again becaufe he bad once 
finned in this kind, but rather to rtptntand do jo no more. This An*- 
(wer of the King's Dr.Gauden might have known in the Year t66i^ 
when he quoted it in Ami- Baal, p. 1 34. but he could not know ic 
fb early as to place it in the hiiddle of the '"BsxjSv, if he had writ- 
ten that Book, the Chapter being the 17th of that Book, was in 
all probability written by the King fome Years b^fore^ wlvich was 
not known to the Biftiop b;:fore that Book was printed : Buc the 
King bad opportunity after the Treaty to correft, alter, and add 
w!tat he thought fit, till his clofe Impnfonmenc; fo that he had 
either wficten the Anfwer which we have in that Chapter before, 
(wliieh the I>d<Sk)r'had not ften fo long ago as to write it in that 
place) or infetted it after the Treaty was over ; the King*s Anfwe *

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is this : If any fhaB impute my yielding to them, (the ^cocs) as my.FaU'- 
ing imd Sin, lean eafily acknowledge it ; hut that is no Argument to do 
fo again, or much worje, hing now more convinced in that Pointy norm-

Nor is ic (b likely chat the Bilhop woukl accuie the King of Stn^ 
(though he doth ic himfelQ which might have put a beccer Argu<^ 
ment into his Enemies mouths than any they had invented againftr 
him , ('vix,.) Hts Obfiinacy to grant that to the £ngli(h which be had 
granted to the Scots. 

More Inftances may be c<^le(9jed from almoft every Chapter by 
the Judicious^ to convince him that not Dr.Gaude'n but the King 
was the Author of that Book : I fuppofe therefore that the King 
* might infert that Anfwer after he had given it to the Commitlio- 
ners at the Treaty, for evident it is^ that the Title was altered af- 
ter the Book was in the Prefs by the King's order, on Dr. Taylors 
Letter, which is another good Argument. That Dr. Gaudens Ihew- 
ing the Title CEauSy BewkmA) to evade the Fault of impofing a 
Book of his own on the; Nation in the King's Name^ was a meer 
Fidion of Dr. fVallurs j for the Book which was fent to the Preft 
had another Title, viz,. Suff^iria Regalia: or^ The Royal Defence; and 
was not alteied until the Book was begun to be printed. 

I am loath to de61e my hands again by medling vrxthMilton, but 
I muft to ilop the foul Mouths of (bme People whom he hath 
taught to obje<9", that his Majefty made ufe of a Prayer made by 
a Heathen to a faUe God or Goddefs in time of Captivity. To 
which I anfwer, J ft. By denying what Milton (ays^ That the King 
bad unbaUowed and uncbrifimd Chrifiianifm, by borrowing to a Cbrifis* i 
an ufe Prayers cffered to a Heat bin God. To which Dr. EarWs An- \ 
fvver to Milton laich^ Did St. Paul by appljing to a Cbri(ifan ufe the .| 
Words of a Heathen PhUofepher and Poet, unbauow the Scripture ? Doth 1 
not Mlton confcfi that Bocik rfSir Philip Sidney's is full of Wit and i 
Worth? And why might not a ChiifU^n Prince colled what is j 
good out of a worthy Book of (uch a Religious Author, for Sir i 
Philip Sidney was known lo be a Man of great Piety and Wifdom, 
as well as of Courage and Wic:.! h<ive heard that the King for 
his Recreation did divert himfelf by reading that Book, the beft 
of its kind then extant ; and be did it with great Ob(erva<ion and 
good Improverrtenr. Now which is more commendable, the King 
wiio made his very Recreations fubfervient to his Devotion, or 

tlK)fe 
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thofe Advcr&ries of his that prophaned the Scriptures and their 
Prayers with preaching up Rebellion, Curfing the King, and vent- 
ing their Malice and bitter Paffions againft their Brethren? The 
King had great Examples for what he did, no lefs than of our Sa- 
viour, who in the Inltitution of both Sacraments, and in compo- 
fing the Form of Prayer for his Difciplcs, made ufe both of the 
Matter and Words which were tifed by xhtjtws^ adapting them to 
his Sacred Ordinances, that are to continue till the World's end: 
And when Ciljw objeded to St» Origen, That be could parallel moH ^ 
our Saviour*! trtctfts with the Saying of fome of bis Heathens ; Origin 
thought it a great Recommendation of the Evangelical Precepts^ 
that they fo well accorded with the Moral and Natural Truths 
which the Rea(bn of Mankind did approve of. Were the Jews 
ever blamed for Adorning the Temple with the Riches and Spoil of. 
^y£gypt ? Did not Solomon borrow Materials and Architecks from 
an Idolatrous King, to build the Temple of the True God ? God 
permitted his own People to do what the King (if he did ir) hath 
done : They might marry a MoaHtiJh Woman that was a Captive, 
after her Purification by paring her Nails and (having her Hair, 
and (b (he became a Daughter of Sion. It is eafie to calle<9: from 
fuch Heathen as Seneca^ M.Antonim EftHetus, M. Tjrias^ &c. ftich 
Petitions to their Unknown Gods, as might (hame the hafty Ha- 
rangues of many who profels a more perfcd Knowledge than c- 
thers of the True God. 

Dr. Patrick in his Parable of the Pilgrim^ written after the manner

Wh^t (hall become then of ^all thofe PrMniclve ChriftJans, and the 
Reformed Churches that pray by Forms ? And how can he fix that 
HcHi(h Accufadon of bis Majcfty on afalfc Conceit, that this was 
the Prayer u(ed by him in his laft Words ? This is a Suggeftion of 
hfs own Malice and Delufion. ^ 

Laftljj This Prayer was not heani^of unti] a confiderable time 
after the King's Death : I have fecn his Majefty's Book printed and 
reprinted, otie of which I can prtsdiice where there is no Footftep 
of this Prayer, it might perhaps be found among (bme other toofe 
Papers of his MajeUy, which the Printer for his Benefit, finding 
how great Efteem the People had of his Ma jefly's Devotions, clapt 
in with his Book, as we are wont tobind up the Apocripha with the. 
Canonical Scriptures. This therefore is the Malice of a Rebel, ami 
the Scoff of an Atheifl, of one that exaedds the Grand Regicide 
Bradjhaw, who when Mr ii^/<M!^ tdld himoh his Oath, That he 
knew no other but that it was the King's Book ; Askt him y How be 
could believe tb^t fa ill a Man could make fa good a Book? And how, 
fay I^ could (b good a Book be made by an ill Man ? The whole 
Book was but a Tranfeript of his life, which anf^^er each othpr as 
Face to Face ; as Philo in the Life ctfMofas, fuch as his Words were 
fuch were his Deeds j as in a Mafic^lInftrumeAt jiill wa&Harmoni-^ 
ous and Uniform^ his Heart and Mind was ieen in his Adions, and 
his Aftions exprefled in lively^ charming^ pious^ and powerful 
Words. 

Thus livied this Glorious King, and thus he died as another AA- 
fas, though of a ftammering Tongue, yet Mighty in Words and 
Deeds; his whole Life^ as Philo&ys^ ^slstsl Martyrddm td God, 
being worried by the Contr^di^ioni of a Reb&llious People^ who 
chofe Idols to go before chem^ a Chorah, Dathan, and Abiram, ra- 
ther than Mofis and Aaron ; he w^ the meekeft Man on the Earth, 
when a rude Souldier. fpit in his P^lce^ he wiped it ofi[ with a pious 

Thought, 
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Thought^ Mj Saviour ((aith he) endured this and more for my jaie^ 

He WAS not applied when he faw the Red Sea before him^ and 

Armies oi tL/£gyftian Souldiers on every fide^ he did not as Mofa^ 

txcttdinglj juake and fear, being more concerned for his Murther- 

ers than for himfelf : And as Pbilo fays of Mofis, Non caBigavit ocu- 

Im nee mutatus efijplendor gratia ejus ; As Majeftick on the Scaffold 

as on the Throne ; which he afcended as more than Conqueror 

from an ty£gjpt to Canaan, whereof he h^d a full ProfpeA from 

his Mount I'ffgab; there he BleiTed the Tribes of Ijrael, and Pro- 

phefied of their future Profperity, as in Deut. 3;. There God pro- 

mifed to go up with him and give him Reft> Exod. 33. 14. There 

he could cbnverfe with God as a Man with his Friend, face to face: 

And having prayed to fee the Glory of God^ it was wonderfully 

difplayed before him^ as in Exod. ;4. 6, j. in Grace and N/fercy to 

nim^ and inTerrour to his Enemies that were guiky of bis Death. 

And fb he died as the Rabbins fay, mtb aKifi(fGO D's Mouth. 

. But the Malice of his Enemies is ndt yet deid^ for the Devil and 

Hs Angels are flill difpucing with Michael and his Angels about 

his Bookj as they did about the Body of Mofts^ (i. e.) as fbme in* 

rerpret it the Book of his Law and Inftrudions for the Service of 

GckI ; the reaion is the fame as is given why the Apoflate Jnlian 

removed the Bones of BabyUts the Martyr^ becaufe as long as the 

Relicks of the Martyr were fb nigh, the Devil's Oracles could not 

ai&ft him ; nor will the Confults^of Papifls^ Republicans^ or R^i- 

csdes have.any Operation upon uSj as long as the Rsliquiai CaroUna 

have their due Reipeft and Inflaeoce upon OS.
